Geographic society, in q. bulletin is- 
sued from Its headquarters in Wash- 
ington today, gives

summaries of distances traveled. Tho 
bulletin says: 


"The manner In which, troops have 


been transported from -the four cor- 
ners of the earth lo be hurled Into 
battle ,on the 'fields of France, Serbia, 
Mesopotamia and Galltpoll 
quickens 


the Imagination and commands the ad- 
miration of the observer as no similar 
series of military enterprises In world 
history. While lacking the spectacular 
elements ot Caesar's voyage to Britain; 
of Hannibal's conquest of the Alps; ot 
the march of ths 10,000 Greeks immor- 
talized In Xenophon's Anabasis!; of the 
amazing march of Napoleon's 
legions 


Into tha heart of Russia and their 
calamitous retreat before, 'the Infan- 
try of the snow and the cavalry <jf 
the wild blast.' the problems Involved 
in bringing millions of.lighting men 
across vast ocean wastes, during th« 
last 18'months, are almost :staggerlng 
in their complexity. 


"Because her colonies are far more 


widely scattered and because her com- 
mand of tha high seas has carried 
with it greater responsibilities in this 
direction, England has been the chief 
long-distance carrier of human food 
for the mighty maw of the modern 
god of war.

Town to Calais; her troopships have 
semi-circled the globe, a distance of 
nearly 11,000 miles, to bring Austral- 
ians from Melbourne to Marseilles, by 
wav of the Suez; her Ghurkas have 
bee'n brought from Bombay to Bruges:

Montreal to the Marhe, and her volun- 
teers from New Zealand to Salonjkl. 
•"rom her own shores. In the mean- 
time, there has gone forth a stream of 
Scotch, Irish and British troops 
to

LOWESTOFT ' WAS 
SEIZED 
BY 


CROMWELL AND BECAME NOT- 
ED IN ENGLISH HISTORY 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 11.— 


Lowestoft, the most easterly city of 
the British Isles, is tho subject of 
today's war geography bulletin issuec 
by the 
National Geographic society 


from its Washington headquarters. 


"Lowestoft, the Suffolk seaport sit- 


uated on a declivity which might b< 
called England's 'Land's End to tin 
East,' is a hundred miles northeas 
of London, almost the same distancf 
across the North sea from Zeebruggc 
Belgium, and 
three 
hundred 
miles 


southwest 
of 
the 
German 
nava 


stronghold Cuxhaven," says the bulle 
tin. "This town of 35,000 inhabitants 
the scene recently of a unique tripl 
attack by German Zeppelins, cruiser 
and under-sea craft, was one of th 
moat fashionable watering places 01 
the west coast of England at the be 
ginning of war. 
The aristocratic sec 
tion of the city lies to the south of th 
"Waveney river's artificial outlet to th 
North sea. while on the north ban 
its fishing industry is concentrated. 
"As early as 10S6 Lowestoft was 


hamlet of the royal manor of Lothing 
land. During the Civil war of 
th 


17th century it was seized by Crom 
well and in 1665 became noted in Eng 
lish history when the Dutch fleet, un 
der Admiral Opdam, was defeated by 
the Duke of York's fleet of 111 sail 
almost within sight of the town. The 
English fleet destroyed eighteen of the 
enemy's vessels, 
including 
Opdam's 


ship which blew up with a. loss of 
500 lives. 
"One of the physical peculiarities of 
the town is the series of narrow lanes, 
known as 'scores' which run down to 
the water front. Similar lanes in the 
companion port of Yarmouth. 12 miles 
to the north, aro called 'rows.' In the 
latter city the 'rows' were once the 
fashionable 
section 
graced 
by 
the 


handsomely decorated homes of the 
rich burgesses, but now occupied by 
the poorer classes. 
It was at Lowestoft in 1784. that 
John Adams, 
the . first ambassador 


from the United States to England, 
landed. 
"Roth T.owestoft and Yarmouth owe 


their importance to their herring fish- 
eries and for several centuries the two 
towns were engaged in constant dis- 
putes about their relative rights. The 
name of the latter city is indelibly as- 
sociated in the popular mind with its 
famous 'bloater.' a particularly 
fine 


herring. 
"From these ports have gone forth 


many of the trawlers which have fig- 
ured so often in the news of the day 
sincc the beginning of the

war.
